What effect it will have on the 


prices of other steel firms was 
not immediately determined. U.S. 
Steel, biggest producer. in the na- 
tion, customarily sets the price 
pattern for the industry. 


Steel prices have an effect on 


prices in the auto, construction 
and appliance industries, all big 
steel users.

The reproduction is better on these pages, 1 and 


4, than pages 2 and 3 on the back side — but this 
also is true of the original. Then, as today, the 
inside pages of a 4-page book were printed first, 
with the second — and best — impression reserved 
for the front and back pages. The darkened areas on 
Pages 2 and 3 are due to the folding and creasing 
of. the ancient copy so that it couldn't be flattened 
enough, to eliminate all shadows. 


The Hope Evening Review T— a daily back in the 


days when our town had difficulty supporting even 
a weekly, was unknown ro local historians until we 


• reported the discovery of this one copy in The Star 


of January 8, 1962. 
It was sent to Roy Anderson 


local insurance executive, by Thomas (Pud) Knobel, 
Jr., old Hope citizen, former city engineer of St 
Louis, now living at 1048 Jefferson St., St. Charles^ 
Mo. Mr. Knobel had come across the old newspaper 
folded away in the family Bible. 


In its January 8, 1962 report The Star published 


a Polaroid reproduction of the front page. But since 
then the editor photographed each of the four pages 
on process film, engraved them — and today you 
have the entire newspaper.

There were conflicting reports 


on the immediate effectiveness of 
the strike from a citywicle stand- 
point.
